STOCKHOLM, March 23. 
ONS of gold are coming to 

T stockhotm from Russia by 
way of Reval. In Stockholm 
the gold is melted, given the 
Swedish mint stamp and thrown 
upon the markets of the world. 

The understanding here is 
that the American State Depart- 
ment has eliminated the necessi- 
ty of a certificate showing the 
origin of the gold, which makes 
possibie the admission of Rus- 
sian shipments of the metal into 
the United States, as American 
Consuls in Sweden, it is stated, 
may approve gold shipments 
without tracing them further 
back than their Swedish origin. 

Russian and American firms in 
Stockholm already are hopeful 
that American deals, held up by 
the ban on Russian gold, can now 
be negotiated. 

The first shipment of gold of 
this type for America, amount- 
ing to seven tons, is reported to 
have gone forward Sunday on 
board the Swedish steamer 
Carlsholm. About $9 tons more 
are in Stockholm, having been 
forwarded and restamped.

It was charged in court yesterday 
by Verne R. C. Lacy, special prose- 
cutor for the State in two cases

The cases were set for tria] Mon- 
day in Judge Hall’s division of the 
Circuit Court where Peck and his 
brother, Austin Peck Jr., who oper- 
ated a brokerage business in the 
Merchants-Laclede Building under 
the name of Peck & Co.. were con- | 
victed Jan. 26 on another embezzile- | 
ment charge. In the case which | 
was tried a jury fixed the punish- | 
ment of Austin Peck, 25 years old, at | 
five years in the penitentiary, and of | 
Robert Peck, 23, at two years. | 

Change of Venue Obtained. 

The two brothers were codefend- 
ants in the two other pending cases, 
but the charges against Austin Peck 
in these cases were nolle prossed by 
the State Monday when he withdrew 


sentenced. Robert Peck refused to 
withdraw his motion for a new trial 
and the court refused to grant a fur- 
ther continuance. but said he must 
go to trial at once. 

His attorney then appiled for a 
change of venue, alleging »>rejudice 
of the court. The cases were sent to 
Judge Hartmann’'s _division forth- 
with. Yesterday morning Lacy, the 
special prosecutor, appeared in 
Judge Hartmann’s court and asked 
when the cases would be tried. Judge 
Hartmann saia his docket for this 
week was well filled, but that he 
would try to get to the cases Thurs- 
day. 

Defense Objects to Date. 

Attorney Hudscn, for Peck, imme- 
diately objected, saying he could not 
possibly be ready for trial that early. 

“We were ready yesterday, but 
when these cases were sent here on 
change of venue I understood from 
the clerk that the docket here was 
in such condition that immediate 
trial] could not be reached and there 
fore we failed to make certain ar- 
rangements that would have been 
necessary in order to go to trial so 
soon.” He did not say what these 
arrangements were. 

Addressing the Court, Lacy said, 
“They took this change of venue for 
the purpose of getting a continu- 
ance. The State is ready for trial 
and I want to proceed as soon as 
possible.” 

“Hardly that,” Hudson said, reply- 
ing to Lacy’s charge as to the rea- 
son for the change of venue. “Be- 
sides, it makes no difference what 
Mr. Lacy’s opinion is.” 

“Tl think the Court has a right to 
consider it,” Lacy 1id. 

Cases Set for April 18.

OF JACOB LAMPERT 


Inventory Filed in Probate 
Court Shows $1,000,000 
of Late Cigar Man’s Hold- 
ings in Corroration Stocks. 


An inventory of the estate of Jacob 
Lampert, cigar: manufacturer who 
died Feb. 19, was filed today in the 
Probate Court, and gives the par 
value of the estate as $1,264,813.09, 
more than $1,000,000 of which is 
stock in corporations. The adminis- 
trator had previously estimated the 
value of the property at about $1,- 
000,000. 

A suit was filed Friday to set 
aside Lampert’s will, in which he 
left all but about $40,000 of his es- 
tate to a sister, Mrs. Bernard M. 
Graff, 5349 Pershing avenue. The 
plaintiffs are 11 nephews and nieces, 
children of Lampert’s other two sis- 
ters, now dead. 


As had been forecast ty persons 


familiar with Lampert’s investments, | 
a large’ part of his capital was in-' 
vested in stocks of the “gilt-edge”’ | 
Variety. In addition, however, he | 
owned considerable blocks of shares 
in oil and mining enterprises regard- 
ed as speculative. 

In addition to $1,053,122 (par 
value) of stock in corporations, he 
held bonds aggregating $146,917.23, 
which includes about $30,000 in Lib- 
erty bonds and war savings certifi- 
cates. He left $25,259.72 in- cash, 
and a stock of merchandise appraised 
at $22,451.92. The remainder of the 
estate was accounts, due bills, notes 
and a small amount of personal be- 
longings.

At 
the con clusion of the fighting there 
were 63 “Y’’ stations scattered in a 
wide area across the country. 

In Warsaw it had turned a former 
indoor circus into an Eagle Hut for 
Polish soldiers and an _ attractive 
clubhouse, belonging to a skating 
club, on one of Warsaw's boulevards 
into an officers’ Casino. There were 
lectures, movies or concerts going 
on here every evening while I was in 
Warsaw. The best musicians yolun- 
teered their services and the appear 
ance of the audience, which included 
ladies, was that of the audiences at 
paid entertainments of the 
sort. 

In Lodz a former German-Polish 
clubhouse was requisitioned the 
Poles and given to the “Y’’ for a 
similar purpose, Here, one autumn 
Sunday, I] saw hundreds of Polish 
soldiers standing in line for cocoa, 
sandwiches, and chocolate; boxing 
under the eve of an American in- 
structor, and crowding into 
ater later on.

Objects of Statement. 

‘The profession in Missouri is 
voneerued, of course, that its ranks 
shall be clean. But our interest is 
simall when compared with- publie 
coneern that it shall not be exposed 
to malpractice. ignorance and mis- 
representation, which this bill would 
foster. 

“If this law is permitted by 
Governor to prevail, Misseuri will be 
plunged to the bottom of the list of 
states, medically. Missouri's present 
lev is not extreme in its exactions. 
In fact, the reputable medical 
schools of the State require two more 
vears of work for a diploma than the 
law requires for a license. The pro- 
posed law will widen the gulf be- 
tween this State and the majority of 
others, which now require as qualifi- 
cations for Heense two years of aca- 
demie college training, four years in 
2 reputable medical and, in 
s0me states, two years additional “in 
a hospital. Missouri now proposes 
to require only a diploma of any 
sc 001. 

Bill Relating to Hospitals. 

“The bill relating hospitais s 
one that uffects the medical profes- 
sion onl. as it affects its ability to 
render the tlent-public service of 
the highest grade. If the efliicienc: 
of the hospital is impaired, it is the 
sick who suffer. The phraseology

any hospital exempt from taxation 
mav have such a patient treated 0-3 
anv special phvsiciun. who {s in good 
standing and in any one of the rec- 
ognized achools of medicine or pro- 
fession for the treatment of the siei 
in this State and duly licensed. It 
being the intention of this act to 
authorize such relatives to empla: 
such specta! ofessional services tv 
treat such patients, provided the per- 
son Bo en. ploy2d belongs to - recog- 
nizéd school of: such practitioners 
and duly licensed as such 

“Under this act, the hospitals o2 
Stat> which have already done 
£0 much in the intercst of the public 
by eliminating from their institutions 
practitioners of medicine who lack 
ideals, inorals or training or who are 
ecientilically or professionally un- 
sound, would be compelled to admit 
any other licensed nonmedical prac- 
titioner even if hig plan of practice 
was basei upon Absurd or easily 
disproved theories of disease, and 
‘ven if Fis training took no accourt 
of the very condition he «ssumed to 
treat.
